The schools are in good condition, the teachers have labored 
earnestly for the advancement of the schools, and taken as a 
whole there has been a good degree of progress made during the 
year. It has been the aim of the board to secure the best 
teachers available. We depreciate changing teachers during the 
year, yet it sometimes happens that it is necessary to do so, but it 
should be the exception and not the rule. The School Board 
earnestly requests all our people to co-operate with the board and 
the teachers in securing to all our scholars the best possible ad- 
vantages for obtaining such an education as will bring success in 
whatever calling they may choose.
